Foz if the enmpes dyd 
inuade the countres, and one dyd ſette the 
Guſbande men and the artificers a ſpde diui⸗ 
ded in two partes, and aſked them, whether

freſſße 6ym with. Lyke wyſe in wozkynge 
there is greate oddes, whan a man doth ap 
plye luſtply his wozke, and whan be dothe 
not, and rather fyndethe excuſes, why be 
ſPukde not wozke, and ſufferetß his folke e⸗ 
nery daye to trifke foziß the tyme. And as 
foʒ to wozke wel and diligetfp, o2 to wozke

And this caſt, 
that is ſo notabke and ſo profitable, ie ſo
